BOLOGNA. — A shattering ex- 
plosion that could prove to be 
the most murderous terrorist 
attack in European history 
demolished crowded waiting 
rooms at Bologna’s main 
railroad station yesterday, kill- 
ing at least 76 persons and 
wounding 180 others. 

Rescue officials said they believ- 
ed there might be around 20 more 
bodies under the nibble of the 
collapsed waiting rooms. Many of 
the injured were In grave condition. 

Interior Minister Virginio 
Rognoni virtually confirmed it was 
a terrorist bomb attack. 

“To know for sure we have to 
reach the centre of the con- 
flagration,” he told reporters after 
touring the scene of the 
catastrophe. “But I recall that 
other attacks on state railroad in- 
stallations have been found by 
judicial authorities to be tee work 
of right-wing extremists.” 

The explosion took place on a day 
when millions of Italians were 
departing by road and train for 
August vacations and Bologna sta- 
tion was packed. In one colossal 
blast the scene was turned to 
devastation. 

Officials said the cause of the 
blast was not Immediately deters 
mined. But they ruled out that the 
station boiler had exploded, as was 
earlier believed. Anonymous 
callers to two newspapers claimed 
the blast in tee name of terrorist 
groups. 

Officials said there was no way of 
determining whether tee explosion 
was caused by a terrorist bomb un- 
til all the wreckage was cleared and 
experts could examine tee site. 

A man speaking in the name of 
the neo-fascist "Armed 
Revolutionary Nuclei” said tee ex- 
plosion was “in honour of Mario 
Tutl, one of eight persons ordered to 
trial one hour earlier yesterday for 
tee August 4, 1974, bombing of a 
passenger train inside a tunnel 
between Bologna and Florence. . 
Twelve persons were killed and 35 
Injured In that bombing, one of 
Italy’s bloodiest terrorist strikes. 

Tutl Is already serving a life 
sentence for killing two policemen. 

Police refused to say whether 
they believed the neo-fasclste’ 
claim, but tbe prefect of Bologna, 
fearing left-wing reprisals, com- 
mented: "Let us hope It was an ac- 
cident." 

If yesterday's disaster was 
deliberately caused, it would be by 


far tee most deadly terrorist attack 
in Italian or European history. 

Italy’s previous worst was the 
"massacre of Piazza Fontana" in 
1969, when 16 persona were killed by 
a bomb set off in a Milan bank. 

One caller to a newspaper said 
the blast was the work of the leftist 
Red Brigades, but police dis- 
counted It as a hoax because the 
caller gave the wrong time for the 
explosion. 

The station clock stopped at 10*25 
a.m. when tbe blast ripped through 
the first- and second-class waiting 
rooms of the busy station of this city 
300 km. north of Rome on the main 
line to Milan. 

The blast levelled tbe waiting 
room section Unking tee two 4.6- 
metre high main sections of the sta- 
tion and collapsed the platform- 
roofing onto three cars of a train 
bound from Ancona to Basel, 
Switzerland, as it was moving out of 
the station. The body of one person 
was found in the toilet of a first- 
class car and several other 
passengers were injured. 

“It was a tremendous explosion.” 
said a Bologna journalist, Lam be r- 
to Sapori, who was at the station 
when the blast occurred. “I saw a 
huge yellow-red flame and Im- 
mediately after a mushroom- 
shaped cloud hung over the collaps- 
ed section of the building for a few 
minutes.” 

Hans Jurt, 80. mayor of Aeach, 
was travelling with his wife and 
^daughter in one of the cars of the 
‘Ancona-Basel train. 

“I was leaning over the window of 
the train car on the opposite side 
from where the explosion oc- 
curred.” Jurt said. "We were 
shrouded with a thick cloud of 
powder. We managed to get out 
from the window." 

Some witnesses to the blast said 
they had smelled gas, others ex- 
plosive powder. 

Tbe tragedy took place In 
scorching August heat, with 
temperatures at 34 C. Bologna 
hospitals were short-staffed 
because of vacations, but doctors 
and medical students rushed from 
outlying areas to help. 

At the station there were harrow- 
ing scenes as men and women ran 
about trying to find relatives feared 
missing in the blast. 

One aged woman, rushed round 
screaming hysterically: “A bomb, 
a bomb.” A medical attendant told 
her: “It's not possible it could be a

OTISVILLE, New York. — Tired 
and hungry. 172 pro-Khomeini 
Iranians arrested In Washington 
entered a federal prison quietly at 
dawn yesterday to wait for the 
government to determine whether 
they are in the country Illegally. 

The scene at the jail in 
southeastern New York differed 
from earlier displays by the 
Iranians, who were among 193 
demonstrators apprehended last 
Sunday in Washington while 
celebrating the death of tbe depos- 
ed shah. 

Twenty Iranian women were 
brought to the Metropolitan Correc- 
tional Centre in Manhattan late on 
Friday. They had been taken kick- 
ing and screaming from the 
District of Columbia jail to the Im- 
migration and Naturalization Ser- 
vice offices for interviews on Thurs- 
day night. INS agents carried some 
of them by their feet and hands. 

Attorney Mark Lane, who 
represents the women, said he Is 


considering filing false arrest suits, 
civil rights actions or both on behalf 
of his clients. 

At the urging of State Depart- 
ment officials, the city of 
Washington on Friday dropped dis- 
orderly conduct charges against 
the Iranian men and turned them 
over to immigration authorities to 
determine whether they should be 
deported. They will be detained un- 
til a decision is made on deporta- 
tion. officials said. 


On Friday night, the 172 Iranian 
men were taken from the District of 
Columbia jail to Andrews Air Force 
Base in suburban Maryland, where 
they chanted slogans in support of 
the regime of Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini, and were loaded aboard 
two C-I41 cargo planes. 


The planes landed at Stewart Alr 
Foree Base In Newburgh, where 
some of the detainees had to be 
carried off the planes by federal 
agents.

- wns additional evidence Uiat the 
president was encouraging Billy to 
pursue his Libyan ndvenlure, of- 
ficials here said. 


The State Department and tee 
White House, meanwhile, were also 
encouraging other "private" 
Americans to try to develop 
“peopie-to-people" relations with 
the Libyans during this period. 

In tee period October 8-15. 1978, 
for example, more than 100 
American public figures, including 
former Senator J. William 
Fulbright, were flown to Libya for a 
conference with better relations 
with Libya as the major theme. 

There were other parallel

Documents show 


Billy Carter 
‘lingered’ in Libya 


WASHINGTON (UPIl. - The 
White House released documents 
yesterday Indicating Bill}' Carter 
lingered In Libya during a 1979 visit 
In hopes of meeting with strongman 
Muammar .Gaddafi — but the U.S. 
embassy felt he could be of Uttle 
use. 

Press Secretary Jody Powell 
showed reporters a cable dated 
August 31, 1979 and two letters deal- 
ing with Billy's visit to Libya about 
that time. 

■ ' In one letter. William Eagleton. 
who headed the U.S. embassy in 
Tripoli, wrote that Billy "has 
stayed on In Tripoli mainly because 
of a suggestion that Gaddafi will 
receive him.” 

Eagleton said he invited Billy to 
the embassy fora swim and "I went 
over some impressions that he 
might usefully convey to Gaddafi if 
they do meet. He is quite apolitical 
and would not be useful as a conduit 
lo Gaddafi on specific substance." 

A White House aide said Billy 
Carter attended a dinner where 
Vnnesiui Redgrave, the English ac- 
tress who has been active in 
Palestinian causes, was present.

Jerusalem is making light of 
belated efforts by Yasser Arafat to 
dissociate himself from the 
resolutions of the Fat&h’s 
Damascus conference, calling for 
the liquidation of Israel.

The official said this contradic- 
tion was yet another instance of 
Arafat's facing-bo th-waya policy in 
which be has to keep the West per- 
suaded that he merely seeks a , 
peace-loving Palestine state 
alongside Israel. Each time the 
West learns of Arafat’s true, objec- 
tives — on occasions such as the 
Damascus conference — he has to 
do verbal acrobatics to eliminate 
the harm done to his image In the 
West, the official said. 

He mocked Arafat's reply to his 
Herald Tribune interviewer, that he 
was too busy to find time to correct 
the false impression caused by the 
Damascus Conference -for two 1 


whole months. 

Jerusalem points out that Euro- 
pean officials and statesmen 
hurriedly sought out PLO 
spokesmen after the Damascus 
resolutions came out, because they 
could not swallow them. The PLO 
spokesmen endorsed the 
resolutions as authentic. 

The official pointed out that 
Ibrahim Sus, the FLO delegate In 
Paris, told Radio Europe on t June 16 
that “the PLO" fully* accepts the 
resolution of the Fatah Damascus 
conference" when he was question- 
ed about its authenticity. 

The shock caused by the Fatah 
Damascus conference and the 
damage it did to the PLO image 
were all the greater because they 
followed a whole year of intensive 
propaganda by PLO represen- 
tatives in Western European 
capitals to persuade the world of 
Arafat's moderation. 

The PLO propaganda line during 
the past year continually repeated 
the organization's readiness to 
waive its claims to the whole of 
Palestine and this line was readily 
swallowed by many European 
leaders, he said. 

He believed that Arafat was push- 
ed to give bis belated interview to 
the Herald Tribune after his 
warmest supporter, Austrian 
Chancellor Brirno Kreisky said the 
Socialist International dissociated 
itself from the Fatah resolutions 
calling for the liquidation of Israel.

The ministry director-general, 
David Kim che, said the Israel- Arab 
conflict was not the cause of the in- 
cessant turmoil in the Arab world, 
as developments involving Iraq, 
Syria and even Lebanon clearly 
proved. 

Shamir explained Israel’s con- 
cept of autonomy for the Arabs of 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 

Thorn went on to a meeting with 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon, 
who explained how the West Bank 
settlements buttressed Israel's 
security needs. Sharon then took 
Thom on a helicopter tour over part 
of the West Bank before depositing 
him at Ben-Gurlon Airport.

Last week Eylon met with 
Finance Ministry officials to try to 
persuade them to advance the local 
authorities funds until a solution is 
found to their financial crisis. 

But Finance Minister Ylgael Hiir- 
vltz .announced that the govern- 
ment would not provide the 
authorities with any amount they 
might demand because "the 
government is not a milking cow.' 

Sources in the Local Authorities 
Union say they have cut personnel 
and reduced expenses as much as 
possible. "We provide basic 
municipal services and I don’t see 
where else we can make cuts,” one 
source said.

Peres, meanwhile, has received a 
large delegation of supporters tram 
Negev factory committees who op- 
pose Rabin’s challenge to his 
leadership.

According to Investment Centre 
figures, only IS350m. in loans -to in- 
dustry were actually granted dur- 
ing the first five months of the year 
and a further IS 570m. were ap- 
proved in principle. Adjusted to in- 
flation, both these figures are 25 per 
cent lower than the loans granted to 
Industry in the same months the 
previous year. There was also a 10 J! 
per cent drop In investment in 
equipment in the first quarter of 
this year. 

In the first six months of this year 
only 152.26b. worth of projects for 
expanding factories were approved 
by the centre — a 14 per cent drop 
compared to the first half of 1979.

Unemployment worries British minorities 


Protester bums 
himself in 
Red Square

LONDON — Unemployment usual- 
ly encourages extremists from the 
right and left, and Britain’s current 
economic crisis is bound to “stir up 
prejudice dgainst minorities,” ac- 
cording to a leader of Anglo- 
Jewry's fight against anti- 
'ScntiUsm. 


MOSCOW lUPI). — An unidentified 
man set himself afire In Red Square 
yesterday on the eve of the closing 
ceremony for the Olympic Games, 
witnesses said, evidently In some 
sort of political protest. 

Patrick Griffin, track and field 
coach for the Trish team, who 
witnessedthe incident in the square 
with hundreds of others, said Soviet 
authorities quickly removed all 
traces of the attempted self- 
immolation, clearing the area with 
crowd-control barriers and hosing 
down the. cobblestones of the 


Aubrey Rose, chairman of the 
defence and group relations com- 
mittee of the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews, made the observation 
the day after the government an- 
nounced last week that nearly 1.9 
million people here were Jobless, 
and that the number was expected 
to increase. 


Rose's comment is not the pan- 
icky reaction of an excitable and 
'irresponsible person. He is a 
quietly spoken solicitor who is not 
given to rash statements. But be is 
.concerned. 


He spoke of the "overall at- 
mosphere of tension" prevalent in 
British society, which was being ex- 
acerbated by unemployment, infla- 
-tion and the general economic 
recession. One result has been an 
Increase in the number of anti- 
Semitic Incidents. 

Moat have been of a relatively 
minor nature — swastika daubinga 
on synagogue buildings, and crude 
anti- Jewish graffiti on other com- 
munal buildings. They are often the 
work of hooligans rather than com- 
mitted anti-Semites. But there was 
recently a more serious incident 
when a large number of 
gravestones in a North London 
Jewish cemetery were overturned. 

Nor is the Jewish community the 
only minority which suffers. A 
mosque jn another part of North 
London also received the attention 
of hooligans. Aubrey Rose sent the 
imam a letter of sympathy on 
.behalf of the Jewish community. 

Some of those incidents were 


perpetrated not by hooligans but by 
members of right-wing extremist 
organizations such as the National 
Front and the British Movement. 

Another manifestation of the race 
hatred that thrives on economic 
troubles is the viciousness of the 
literature emanating from these ex- 
tremist groups. According to such 
writings, the Jews and the blacks 
are responsible for the county's ills. 

Rose observes that “the Jewish 
community is well aware of the new 
developments, and is taking steps 
to combat them.” But he predicts 
that the National Front — the 
largest of the racist groupings — 
will capitalize on the situation to 
patch up its own quarrels, and be 
out cm the streots demonstrating. 

The Jewish community is also be- 
ing hit in other ways by the reces- 
sion. A number- of Jewish -owned 
firms in the dotUng- trade. . and re- 
tail shops and cabinet makers, have 
gone into liquidation, and more are 
expected to go under as the reces- 


sion bites harder. There are also 
fearS that fund-raising, whether for 
Israel or for home Jewish charities, 
will suffer. 

But if Israel loses out financially, 
it may gain in aliya. Han an Han- 
nlel, who is head of the WZO's aliya 
department in the UK, says that the 
fear of losing their jobs, or of hard 
times, is a factor in the aliya of & 
number of people. 


IRONICALLY, the fear of not being 
able' to find jobs in Israel dis- 
courages more aliya from Britain. 
To counter this. Hannlel'a depart- 
ment has been placing adverts In 
Tht' Jtncvt/i Chronicle pointing out 
that there arc plenty of jobs in 
Israel. 

AliyA from Britain has gone up 
from six hundred and twenty-seven 
in 19T5 to a record 1547 last year. 
Two-lhirds or the olim are under the 
Age of thirty, one-third are 
orthodox, and only 10 per cent have 
a recognized Zionist background.

Jerusalcm police will have a 
force at the ready for possible dis- 
turbances after a tense and 
sometimes violent weekend in the 
Old City left 42 people In jail. 

A Friday afternoon demonstra- 
tion that began at the Temple 
Mount after Moslem prayers ended 
with about 360 chanting 
demonstrators trying to block traf- 
fic at the intersection of Rehov 
Hanevl'im and Rehov Hat- 
sanhanizn, outside Damascus Gate. 
The crown was showing solidarity 
with the hunger-striking security 
prisoners in Nafha jail. 

The demonstration was quickly 
dispersed by police, who arrested 
42 of the protesters, mostly 
teenagers. They were still being 
held last night but most were to be 
released today. Some may face 
charges, a police spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Inside the Old City walls on Fri- 
day. two border patrolmen fired 
two shots in the air to get out of 
what they later described as a 
“threatening" crowd of 
demonstrators on their way from 
the Temple Mount to Damascus 
Gate. 

The demonstration left the Old 
City tense later Friday and yester- 
day. While shops remained open 
yesterday, merchants kept a 
lookout for Arab youths who often 
force commercial strikes by 
threatening merchants. A few 
merchants .closed their shops, but 
police made no effort to force them 
to reopen. 

Jerusalem police tried a new tac- 
tic yesterday. Instead of operating 
massive patrols Inside the Old City, 
they kept a crack unit of border 
patrolmen at the ready outside the 
walls. 

Itim reported Friday that a 
prison guard at Nafha Prison In the 
Negev fired several shots into the 
air to distance some 50 relatives of 
hunger-striking security prisoners 
there. No one was Injured. 

The relatives came in a bus at 
8.30 Friday morning demanding to 
meet with the prisoners. They were 


told thAL the prisoners had been for- 
bidden to see their families since 
they started the strike. 

The visitors shouted at the 
guards, cursing them and the state, 
and climbed security fences around 
the prison. According to a 
spokesman for the Prisons Service, 
a guard on one of the towers filed 
three shots but foiled to calm the 
crowd. A force of prison guards 
then went out and demanded that 
the crowd disperse, and they did, 
some half hour after the 
demonstration began. 

The 47 prisoners on hunger strike 
continue to be given liquids by cup. 

West Bank military government 
source? last night said that 
“whatever means necessary'* 
would be used to break the strike 
called for tomorrow by various 

West Bank organizations. 

The call for a strike to protest 
conditions at Nafha prison was 
issued after a meeting at the East 
Jerusalem Chamber of Commerce 
on Thursday afternoon. The 
meeting was attended by Nablus 
mayor Bassam Shak’a, who defied 
a ban on leaving his town to came to 
Jerusalem. Military government 
sources were unable to say last 
night what action would be taken 
against Shak'a, who is leaving for 
France and Britain via Jordan on 
Tuesday. 

Abu Tor residents

Jewish residents of the half- 
Jewish. half- Arab neighbourhood of 
Abu Tor In the capital announced on 
Friday that they were "organizing" 
to protect property they said was 
being damaged by Arabs, but they 
refused to specify just what action 
they would take.

French neo-Nazis

Stock market acts bullish 
with hopes of slump’s end

NEW YORK (AP). — Wall Street, 
which waited for the recession to 
begin, is starting to act like the 
economic downturn is just about 
over. ■ 

Even as companies report that 
their profits In the second quarter 
were lower than last year, the stock 
market has continued a rally that 
has pushed up the Dow Jones in- 
dustrial average to its highest 
levels in three years. 

And on the other side of the 
street, where bond traders think 
recessions are good news because 
they bring down- Interest rates, 
bond prices have been sliding In 
part because of fears of rekindled 
inflation as the economic recovery 
begins. 

This past week provided plenty of 
evidence for those looking for 
recovery. The government’s Index 
of leading economic indicators — 
which is supposed to forecast the 
future and sometimes does — rose 
in June for the first time In a year. 

And the number of people with, 
jobs in the U.S. actually rose In Ju- 
ly, for the first time in five months, 
although the total unemployment 
rate edged up to 7.8 per cent as 
more persons entered the work 
force. 

“The seedlings of fnture 
economic recovery are popping up 
now in the wake of the devastation 
wrought by .the second quarter's 
deep drop in economic activity," 
said Irwin Kellner, a senior vice 


president of Manufacturers 
Hanover Trust Co. 

Treasury Secretary William 
Miller, whose record as an 
economic prognosticator Is 
mediocre at best, said the recession 
is "bottoming out" and said the* ad- 
ministration thinks the recovery, 
will begin in the fourth quarter. 

But for every sign of an lmpen- > 
ding recovery, there seems to be 
one that points to more problems 
for the economy. Consumer spen- 
ding seems to be picking up, but 
businesses are still hesitant. Many 
have cut back capital spending. 

In the stock market, the result 
has been a lot of nervousness and 
' speculation on how long the rally 
can last. The Dow Jones average of 
30 industrial stocks set new records 
in mid-week and then bounced 
around. 

The Dow average finished the 
week up 13.39 to 931.48, as average 
volume on the Big Board hit 47.86 
million shares, compared to 43.91 
million the week before. July ended 
up as the second busiest moihth on 
record for the NYSE. 

The NYSE’s composite average 
rose .34 to 69.44, while the American 
Stock Exchange market value in- 
dex dropped 2.75 to 318.72. 

Economists predicted a recession 
for two years before this one finally 
began. Now that it unquestionably 
has arrived, there is plenty of dis- 
agreement on when it will end, and 
on how fast the economy will 
recover. 


Americans want Mideast education pact

Seymour Lachman, a professor 
of education at the City University 
of New York, who is also chairman 
'of the National Committee for Mid- 
dle East Studies, has been Invited to 
Cairo by Egypt’s deputy education 
minister to discuss joint U.S.- 
Egyptian education projects, In- 
cluding the establishment of a 
career programme centre in 
Egypt. 

Lachman told 2*Ae Jerusalem 
Post on Friday that he will do all he 
can to Include Israel in the agree- 
ment as well. "Eventually it can 
and should be trilateral," he said. 

His national committee is, an af- 
filiate of the American Academic 
Association for Peace in the Middle 
East — an educational and 
research organization using the 
academic community to “elicit new 
ideas for the solution of the Arab- 
ia rael conflict." The association 
concentrates on helping American 
school systems produce curricula 
on the Middle East. Lachman’s 
committee organizes study mis- 
sions to the area and publishes 
educational materials. 


Lachman is in Israel heading a 
top-level study mission of 
American education, .officials: Dr. 
Thomas Kv-Mfriterr: assist ant 
aecrefgry; for .elementary and 
secondary education at the U.S. 
Department of Education; Albert 
L. Morrison, president of the 
American Federation of School Ad- 
ministrators : Frank MacchLarola, 
chancellor of the New York City 
Public school system; Robert Y. 
Dubel, superintendent of schools of 
Baltimore County, Maryland; and 
Phyllis Miller, president of the 
Dade County, Florida board of 
education. 

The group are here for 10 days as 
guests of the Foreign Ministry. 
They are studying the Israeli 
educational system and preparing 
information on Israel for the 
American schools. One project un- 
der way is a textbook for secondary 
schools and community colleges 
called American Foreign Policy in 
the Middle East. 

Lachman said that until Iran took 
American diplomats hostage last 
November, the Middle East was 
regarded as "exotic," but 
Americans are now Increasingly In- 
terested in information about the 
area and Its conflicts. 

Macchlarola suggested that sup- 
porters of Israel will come under in- 
creasing pressure from "people 
who have little knowledge or who 


are motivated by expediency." The 
publishers of U.S. history and 
current affairs textbooks should be 
VlOOked ihtb,"' he added, to deter- 
mine' wjiether, the big business .con- 
glomerates thai‘ own them are In- 
troducing slanted. anti-Israeli 
. material. 

The National Committee for Mid- ' 
die East Studies has. since 
September of last year, produced 
the Middle East Notebook, an Infor- 
mative quarterly newsletter about 
Israel and its neighbours. Lachman 
says that It reaches 25.000 U.S. 
schools, including every American 
public high school with over .500 
pupils, every junior and community 
college, as well as many parochial 
and private schools. Its last issue 
contains the Israeli and Egyptian ’ 
winners of a contest among < 
teachers who wrote an essay on 1 
Pence in the Middle East: What It 
Means to Me, documents on the 
Camp David agreement, lesson 
plans and suggested reading lists.

Brother was privy to official cable 

Carter to report today 
on Billy’s Libya ties 




WASHINGTON. - President Jim- 
my Carter spent yesterday at his 
Camp David mountain retreat to 
complete a report on Us brother 
Billy's dealings with Libya that he 
will send to a Senate investigating 
subcommittee today. He is also to 
hold a press conference today to 
give his side of the affair. 

Carter's press secretary disclos- 
ed on Friday night that the presi- 
dent had sent at least one confiden- 
tial cable to his brother regarding 
Billy Carter’s 1978 trip to Libya. 

White House press secretary 
Jody Powell revealed the develop- 
ment one day after he - had said 
there was no indication that the 
president had given any such 
cables to his brother or had seen 
them. 

A copy of the cable released at 
the White House bears the note, In 
the president's handwriting: “To 
Billy. You did a good job tinder the 
'dry' circumstances. Jimmy." 

Billy Carter was a heavy beer 
drinker and a self-described 
alcoholic, and Libya prohibits the 
sate of alcoholic beverages. 

Powell told reporters that "late 
this afternoon, after extensive ef- 
fort. we determined that Billy 
Carter had received a copy of one of 
the cables we released to you- 
yesterday. We’ve also determined 
that he received a copy by mail 
from the president." 

The White House made available 
on Thursday seven State Depart- 
ment cables dealing with Billy 
Carter's visit to Libya. They have 
now become the focus of in- 
vestigations into Billy Carter's 
relationship with the Libyan 
government, from which be has ad- 
mitted receiving $220,000. 

"On or about October 11, 1978, 
Susan Clough, the president's 
secretary, received a note from 
Tom Beard with the cable attached. 
Mr. Beard... conducts liaison 
1 between the White House and State 
Department," Powell said. 

"The president penned a brief 
note to Billy on the cable and had it 
mailed to Mm. Neither the presi- 
dent. Miss Clough or Mr. Beard 
remembered the incident or the ex- 
istence of the note prior to this 
afternoon." 

The press secretary said it was 
brought to their attention when Bil- 
ly Carter's lawyers — Henry Ruth 
and Stephen Pollack — after White 
House inquiries, sent it to the White 
House, which received it at 3:80 
p.m. on Friday. 

Powell said he and White House 
counsel Lloyd Cutler presented the 


information to Carter shortly 
before the president left for Camp 
David, Maryland, around 6 p.m. 

Asked whether the president 
broke any law by sending a con- 
fidential cable to hia brother, 
Powell replied: "The president has 
the authority if he chooses to 
declassify .information. He con do 

it, as many other people in govern- 
ment do, in the action of relaying it 
to someone else." 

The press secretary also denied 
that Carter's handwritten note to 
Billy Carter was meant to en- 
courage the younger Carter in his ! 
relationship with Libya. 

"It's certainly obvious to you that 
the purpose of the comment was not 
to encourage a relationship 
between Billy and Libya," Powell 
said. "It's just as legitimate, 
perhaps more legitimate, to inter- 
pret it as encouraging good and 
proper behaviour." 

Powell said that, as far as he 
could determine, the October 1 
cable was the only one sent by the 
president to Ms brother. 

The cable was sent from the U.S. 
embassy in Tripoli to the State 
Department. Its five paragraphs 
summarize Billy Carter's visit, 
stating that "there has been no 
negative i fallout" from the trip, 
which was rated “a very positive 
event.” 

The postmark on the envelope 
from the president to his brother in- 
. die ate d it was sent on October 11, 10 
days after it was received In 
Washington. 

Powell said that when Carter was 
told of the note from Beard — which 
bears the letter "C" with a check 
mark indicating the president read 
it — it did not jog his memory about 
the circumstances under which he 
relayed the cable to his brother. 

The note, from Beard, said: 
"Susan... Here's the last cable on 
Billy's trip to Libya. It looks like 
everything turned out fine... " 

The president yesterday was 
preparing for one of the most vital ■ 
weeks in his political career. 

With the democratic party's 
presidential nominating convention 
in New York only eight days away.

Soviet troops fight Afghan 
army mutineers, insurgents 


NEW DELHI. India <AP). — 
Afghan army mutinies and 
threatened revolts in setters! parts 
of the rugged country have plunged 
Soviet forces there into increased 
combat with rising casualties, 
reports from Kabul said Friday. 

A reported Soviet air offensive 
against rebellious Afghan ar- 
moured units went into Its second 
week with heavy Soviet bom- 
bardments and air strikes by Migs 
and helicopter guns hips continuing 
against Ghazni, 120 km. southwest 
of Kabul, and surrounding towns, 
reports from Kabul said. 

The Ghazni revolt and attempted 
rebellions by other Afghan army 
units last week stemmed from 
President Babrak Karmal’s 
attempt to purge rival Khalq fac- 
tion members from his ruling 
Marxist party and government. A 
heavy majority of Afghan army 
political officers are Khalqis. 

* Reports brought to India by 


travellers and other sources also 
told of daily slayings In Kabul in- 
volving warring party factions and 
the Afghan Moslem insurgents. 

During the past week mutineers 
who broke out of Ghazni managed 
to shoot down four Mig jets and 12 
helicopter guns hips and to inflict 
heavy casualties on Soviet forces, a 
Kabul informant said. 

Some ot the runaway troops join- 
ed forces with Moslem insurgents 
and came under heavy Soviet air 
and ground attack in villages 
between .Ghazni and Kabul, he said. 

Soviet forces have surrounded 
other. bases outside Kabul, follow- 
ing reports of plotting In the Afghan 
army, the Kabul source said. He 
quoted reports of heavy fighting 
between Soviet forces and rebels at 
important provincial capitals of 
Kandahar in the south, Herat in the ; 
west, and Kunduz and Baghlan in 
the north. i 


SAN SALVADOR |UPI>. - 
Government troops in helicopter 
gunships bombed and strafed 
several villages during the past 
week, killing at least 370 persons in 
a new offensive against leftist 
guerrillas, witnesses and Red Cross 
officials reported on Friday. 

The guerrillas, in what was seen 
as a bid to rekindle popular support 
for their bid to topple the ruling 
military-civilian junta, announced 
they will launch their own offensive 
within 45 days. 

-Red Cross workers maintained 
the army offensive over the past 
week claimed more civilian than 
guerrilla casualties when the army 
destroyed villages in the interior in 
the belief that guerrillas were 
hiding in them. 

Defence Minister Col. Jose Gar- 
cia denied the reports of major 
fighting and said they originated 
with "leftist groups and their 
friends, such as the Human Rights 
Commission and the Legal Aid 
Society." 

The reports of heavy fighting also 
contrasted sharply with the type of 
violence prevalent In El Salvador 
for 18 months — a spiral Of 
assassinations and counter-killings. 

Leftist guerrilla commanders an- 
nounced their plans for a counter- 
offensive in several clandestine in- 
terviews. 

They acknowledged that they 
stood little chance of quickly toppl- 
ing the U.S.-backed ruling junta. 
But they said they needed at least a 


temporary victory to boost the 
morale of their supporters. 

"We must take Immediate action 
to lift the mosses* morale before 
their combativeness Is drowned by 
rightist repression," said Jolla 
Rodriguez, one of the four members 
on the allied guerrilla command. 

"If we can't do It within 45 days, 
then the left has died in EJ Salvador 
and it will be another 10 years 
before we recover," said another 
guerrilla leader. . 

In Guatemala, unidentified men 
gunned down an economics 
ministry assessor and a leftist 
political party claimed it killed one 
soldier and wounded six others at a 
military garrison, officials said on 
Friday. 

Human rights groups have 
reported 2.000 political slayings in 
Guatemala by leftists and rightists 
during the past two years. 

Police said the economics 
ministry assessor, a former 
professor at the University of Son 
Carlos, was machinegunned by un- 
identified assassins who ambushed 
him Thursday la front of his home 
in the capital, Guatemala City. At 
least 18 San Carlos professors have 
been assassinated this year, most 
by presumed rightists. 

Military sources insisted that the 
army casualties at a garrison in 
Guatemala City were caused when 
a hand grenade exploded acciden- 
tally. It would be "impossible'* for 
the leftists to have entered the base, 
declared a military spokesman. 


Waldheim, in Hanoi, plans 
‘dialogue" on Kampuchea 


HANOI (Reuter). — UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim arrived 
here yesterday to try to start a 
dialogue between the Vietnamese- 
: backed regime In Phnom Penh and 
Thailand and help resolve the Kam- 
puchean crisis, UN officials said. 

The officials said a dialogue 
between the two parties could be 
arranged through the UN without 
forcing Thailand Into recognition of 
the Heng Samrin government. 

Waldheim must work within the 
framework of a UN resolution pass- 
ed last year calling for the 
withdrawal of Vietnamese forces 
from Kampuchea and the setting up 


of a neutral government there, they 
added.. 

Waldheim, who is leading a six- 
member UN team, will go to 
Bangkok on Monday for talks with 
the Thai government on the Kam- 
puchean problem- 

Waldheim flew into the Viet- 
namese capita! In a plane chartered 
from Singapore Airlines. It was the 
first time that an aircraft of 
Singapore's national airline baa 
landed here, although it flew under 
the UN flag. , 

Singapore is a bitter critic of

The 
Japanese have argued that the best 
way to inspire Russian respect for 
the sovereignty of Japan over its 
territory Is to present its own for- 
midable military threat. ‘ 

Authorities do not envisage a 
large increase in defence spending 
this year, but their remarks in- 


dicate that Japan would yield to 
repeated U.S, pleas, to carry .out its 
current build-up in three inwiond of 
five years and raise spending above 
the current level of Just 0.9 per cent 
of the GNP . 1 

The position of Japan's new. 
leaders appears in keeping with the 
advice of a top-level private 
security organization’s report which 
suggests that Japan raises defence 
spending by 20 per cent 

The report, by the Comprehen- 
sive National Security Study 
Group, said Japan's, military ex- 
penditures would then range 
between 1 and 1.1 per cent of GNP. 
But Its authors left 'no doubt they 
want the government to drop all 
constraints. 

“We don't want to set any new 
ceilings." said Masataka Kosalca^ a 
professor at Kyoto University and 
member of .the executive com- 
mittee responsible for the report.

China, and in April, Peking abolish- 
ed customs duties on Taiwanese 
goods sold on the mainland. 

MEANWHILE, delegations of 
scientists and teams of athletes 
trom Peking and Taipei have been 
fraternizing at meetings around the 
world. At one point, Taiwanese ex- 
. peris publicly offered to provide 
China with agricultural technology, 
and earlier this month it was 
reported 'that Chinese steel 
specialists had given technical 
papers to their colleagues from 
Taiwan during a conference in. 
France. 

Taiwan has now set up an official 
organization to study “every possi- 
ble form of non-political contact" 
with China.

Cost of a baby

A SHOCK statistic has just hit Bri- 
tain from a women’s magazine. 
Jenny Glew, writing In Woman, 
has added up the entire cost of hav- 
ing a child. She has calculated the 
cost of nappies, cots, maternity 
clothes and the like; she has added 
up the price of food over the long, 
dependent years, reckoned the 
costs of family holidays and school 
clothes, parties and birthday 
presents and trips to the cinema, 
and come up with the total of about 
927,000 (ILl.35m.) a child. 

Put like that, who could ever af- 
ford a baby? And yet, on close 
scrutiny, Jenny Glow's estimate 
doesn’t even Include everything. 

• She mentions the cost of clothes 
— yes,; she has counted the materni- 
ty ones. But has she counted in 
those half-way-house slacks In 
which mothers seem to spend 
months and months before getting 
back to the figures they had before? 
Or all that dry-cleaning, if you 
breast-feed, for the after-effects of 
what happens when tbe clock 
strikes and your motherly instincts 
begin to drip all over your best silk 
dress? 

She hasn't gone into the cost of 
The Hat, that ceremonial object 
worn for special children’s oc- 
casions like bar mitzvas; even the 
most agnostic get let in for such 
ceremonies once children Are In- 
volved. 

There's also the desperately ex- 
pensive dress you buy when you 
suddenly realise with a Jolt that 
your daughter is nearly grown up, 
twice as pretty as you are, and the 
size you used to be — not to mention 
the more ordinary garment you buy 
when the said daughter looks at 
your dazzling new dress in horror 
and says. “Oh, Mum, you can't 
wear that!" 

NOTHING IS SAID in the survey, 
either, abouL telephone bills. First 
the cal la telling everyone you're, 
pregnant, then the next round say- 
ing No, not yet. nny day now. groan, 
grnnn; then proud Papa telling the 


world what sort of baby it is. 

Housebound, you later spend the 
entire day ringing friends to remind 
yourself that you are not alone in 
the world — you wouldn't have to 
spend that money If you were out 
working among adults. And all this 
even before your teenagers take 
over the Instrument, getting on the 
line for several hours after every 
meal — or at least as long as it 
takes for someone else to have done 
the dishes. 

The survey does mention food, 
presumably meaning the real, 
cheap, nutritious Btuff children can 
do without for months on end. not 
the junk food they whine for; or the 
pizza you grab on your way back 
from a really punishing trip to the 
zoo because neither parent has the 
strength to lift an egg into a pan. 

It docs not include, either, the 
vast quantities of salad greens con- 
sumed by pet rabbits that some fool 
has said will make your child 
tender and loving: or the occasional 
real meal your husband takes you 
to in a restaurant, to bring back the 
lost years when you could get a 
word in edgeways, and your 
sentences had verbs in them, and : 
everything. 

She doesn't mention the bigger 
car you may have to buy to 
transport your brood, the room ex- 
tensions you vainly hope will get 
them a bit further away from you, 
or the evening classes In which you 
enrol, desperately, to remind 
yourself that there arc some words 
Ihat arc longer than the ones in the 
First Grade Reader. 

Great heavens, I sec she doesn't 
even mention Scotch, the biggest 
charge , of all — for breaking the 
ncwA of pregnancy to your husband, 
fnr bringing you back to- sanity 
after screaming at a toddler- in his 
both, or to deaden the pain when 
rending women's magazine sur- 
veys telling you how horrifyingly 
much it is all costing.

Intasun’s decision, taken laat 
year, to gamble on a 1080 package 
holiday programme of Costa Brava 
proportions was greeted with 
profound scepticism by the local 
tourist business. It is only In the 
past three months that the scale of 
the new Investment has dawned on 
them. 

The Germans, the Austrians, the 
Dutch, the Japanese and the Mex- 
icans — who had been watching to 
see whether the British en- 
trepreneurs would go bust in the 
attempt to persuade working-class 
families to take their summer 
holidays In America — are now said 
to be negotiating for large blocks of 
hotel space in 1981. 

Whether these breeds will take to 
the summer climate remains to be 
seen. Nobody ever said mad dogs 
and Germans go out in the midday 
sun.

Labour government, Introduced 
one; only it was different from 
• Shostak's in two important 
respects. 

Under Shezntov's bill, the funds 
would go on raising their own 
finance. The government's job 
would be to supervize, regulate, 
control and fix tariffs. But the 
money would be Kupat Hollzn’s, so 
the Histadrut's sick fund would not 
have to go a begging; and that 
means it would continue to exist as 
a power in the land. 

Shemtov’s bin did not atop at 
that. Hlstadrut members would go 
on paying their contributions to 
Kupat Holim through their union 
dues — for the time being. But In 
due course the two would be 
separated, and all citizens would 
make their health insurance 
payments to a national collecting 


agency. 

However, and this Is an impor- 
tant qualification — the collecting 
agency would not belong to the 
government. 

ON THIS POINT the Hlstadrut 
stands firm to the present day. 
Pi nb as Dagan. of Kupat Holim, ex- 
plains: "Money going to the ex- 
chequer could be money lost. The 
Treasury uses revenue for its own 
purposes. We see social con- 
tributions as something different 
from taxation. The National In- 
surance Institute (Nil) has already 
undertaken tax- collecting func- 
tions, and we are opposed to that 
Tax-collecting should not be con- 
fused with social insurance." 

Taxation Is revenue, social in- 
surance Is not — that is the view of 
Kupat Holim, the Hlstadrut and the 
Labour Alignment, as expressed In 


Shemtov’s bill. 

The Idea of a twin system has 
respectable origins. The division 
between a centre for taxes and a 
centre for social insurance has the 

support of an eminent sociologist 
like Rivka Ben- Yosef. 

It also has one merit which 
appeals to politicians in the labour 
movement. Kupat Holim would go 
on controlling Its own budget, since 
it would be controlling, jointly with 
its partners, the social con- 
tributions centre. 

The second difference between 
Shemtpv's bill and Shostak's bill 
concerns membership of the 
Hlstadrut 

Shemtov agreed that under his 
national health scheme anybody 
wanting to join Kupat Holim 
without joining the Hlstadrut would 
be free to do so. What he and his

“Israel possesses a highly 
developed health Insurance s y st e m 
already." he told The Poet. "It 
covers 06 per cent of the population. 
It Is not confined to dties-paying 
members. Kupat Holim signed 
agreements with the government to 
include people below the poverty 
line and invalids." Everybody is in 
nowadays. 

So what’s the rush, he wants to 
know. The Likud legislators are not 
building anything from scratch, 
they are striving to alter something 
which is already there, and which 

functions — Dagan behaves ' 

reasonably well. "Change just for 
the sake of change is dangerous. 
Tou dismantle what has been 
laboriously built up over sixty 
years and substitute for it — the un- 
known." 

He does not claim that Kupat 
Holim gets everything right; but 
then nor does the government. "It 
can makes mistakes too. Look: it is 
closing cheat-disease clinics for 
reasons of economy- That economy 
could lead to a revival ot TB in 
Israel." 

He does not share tbe view that 
governments are all-wise. He has 
no great respect far the present 
Health Ministry’s achievements. 
"They talk of Integration and in- 
stituting comprehensive health ser- 
vices. Kupat Holim is better in- 
tegrated and more comprehensive 
than the ministry. I can tell you 
that. 

.. "The ministry la hospital- minded 
because it owns hospitals; it la not 
community-minded. We are 
community-minded because we 
care for the health of the entire 
community, fr om home visits to 
hospitalization. This is especially so 
in the villages." he says, "where 
Kupat HoUm is often the osily agen- 
cy available." 

HIS CONCLUSION is radical. Far 
from doing much more, the govern- 
ment should be doing much less. To 
put it another way. tbe Health 
Ministry ought to concentrate its 
activities on what ft la best suited 
for. which Is policy-making. It

“Hie government 
must stop being a broker of medical 
services. It ought not to be in tbe 
position of competing with 
organizations in tbe field. It must 
stay outside the lrive of day-to-day 
oper&tiona, so that it can supervise 
objectively." 

Pinhas 'Dagan would like to see 
all government-owned hospitals 
transferred to a Hospitals' Centre, 
run — there it is again — by Kupat 
Holim and its sister funds. 

Shostak's bill does the opposite. It 
creates a monopoly of power In the 
hands of the administration. It ex- 
tinguishes Kupat Holim. in all but 
name. The veteran body, with its 
vast experience and resources, 
would lose its purpose. "Deprived 
of responsibility, we should be turn- 
ed into passive, apathetic pakidim 
(clerks). Is that what patients 
need?" 

DR. RAM YISHAY, chairman of 
the Israel Medical Association, un- 
derstands the need for legislation. 
The present situation Is anarchic, 
he says. It must be replaced by a 
•proper system of central p l a n n in g. 

Absence of central planning 
fosters waste. Thus: "We do not 
need more than two C.T. Scans In 
the country . (computerized 
tomography scan systems, a 
sophisticated X-ray technique). 
"We have six. Two centres would 
be enough for cobalt-bomb cancer ■ 
treatment — we have eight. The 
same kind of thing goes tor heart- 
surgery facilities. 

"Each organization wants its 
own, which means that each in- 
stallation is under-staffed, under- 
financed. under-employed — and 
consequently lacks the skills that 
come with experience. 

"A single neo-natal surgery cen- 
tre would be ample, provided it was 
a good one. Instead every hospital 
tries to set up its own and does it in- 
adequately. with the result that 
babies needing expert ' surgical 
attention are too often sent 
abroad." 

The government must be given a 
proper say in planning, that is 
clear. But Yishay agrees with 
Dagan of Kupat Holim that the 
state should not become the Great 
Provider, owning and operating the 
entire medical service. 

That does not mean he subscribes 
to the continued predominance of . 
Kupat Holim. "We In the Associa- 
tion would prefer a pluralistic 
system." he explains. What does 
that mean? Neither the Shostak bill 
nor the Shemtov bill. One creates a 
government monopoly; the other 
perpetuates a Hlstadrut monopoly, 
or at least near-monopoly. Kupat 
Holim is far bigger than all the 
other medical institutions put 
together. It cannot continue to 
enjoy a privileged position. 

Can the system be changed? 
Yishay Is vague. The National 
Health Bill should. In his view, put 
everything on a competitive basis. 
Kupat Holim can go on existing — j 
but as one institution among many. 

It should be divorced from the 
Hlstadrut. and run by its members. ‘ 
The same Applies to other sick 
funds. Moreover any groxip ot In- 
sured persons wanting to set up 
(hrlr own fund should be allowed to 
do so. Or the patient could go to a 
private doctor, or several doctors 
could sot up a group practice. All 
would compete for the patient's

■ The Americans were missed par- 
ticularly In sprint events, where 
only the East German women could 
improve on world or Olympic 
records. 

But the overall Impression which 
will be taken away from Moscow is 
awe at the vast power of the Soviet 
and East German athletics 
machines. 

With only the ahow jumping gold 
medal still to be awarded today 
before the games officially close, 
the Soviet Union has 60 gold, 68- 
s liver and 47 bronze — the highest 


single medal count for a single na- 
tion in the history of the games. 

With East Germany In second 
place with a 47-37-41 tally, the two 
Communist giants have swept 60 
per cent of all the gold medals wed 
50 per cent of all the medals award- 
ed- 

Both nations would probably 
have finished 1-2 anyway, but the 
margin of their domination brings 
the effects of the American boycott 
into sharp relief.

• The East Europeans swept the 
canoe and kayak gold medals and 
East German Dietmar Lorenz won 
the open category in the judo.

MOSCOW (AP). — Teofllo Steven- 
son capped a Cuban gold rush at the 
Olympic boxing tournament yester- 
day by scoring an unimpressive 4-1 
decision over a Soviet opponent to 
win his third straight heavyweight 
championship. 

Five other Cubans won gold 
medals while two had to settle for 
silver. It was a bad day for the 
Soviets. Shamil Sabyrov won the 
first bout of the day, but the six 
other Soviet finalists all lost. 

Patricio Oliva of Italy, the only 
West European finalist, won the 63- 
kilo title by outboxlng Serik 
Konakbacv of the Soviet Union 4-1. 

Stevenson became the first man 
ever to win three gold medals in the 
same weight class. 

Stevenson, winning his Ilth 
straight Olympic fight, failed to 
land his vaunted right against 
squat, muscular Pyotr Zaev 
although the Cuban did get home a 
good right uppercut in the third 
round. 

Angel Herrera of Cuba was the 
only other 1976 Olympic champion 
to repeat when he won a rough fight 
over Viktor Damienenko of the 
Soviet Union. The bout was stopped 
73 seconds into the final round 
because Dajnlenenko’s right eye, 
damaged in an earlier fight, was 
closed. 

Sabyrov gave the Soviet fans 

something to cheer about by scor- 
ing a 3-2 decision over HipoIIto 
Ramos of Cuba at 48 kg. But the 
Cubans won the other four confron- 
tations against the Soviets. 

Besides Stevenson and Herrera's 
victory. Armando Martinez, 71, out- 
pointed Aleksandr Koshkin of the 
Soviet Union, and Jose Gomez, 75, 
decked Victor Savchenko twice 
with crashing right hands and won 
a decision. 


Tatyana Kazankina of the Soviet 
Union won the women's l, 500-raetre 
gold medal tor the second con- 
secutive time with an Olympic 
record clocking of 3:56.6. Evelln 
Jahl of East Germany repeated as 
a games champion with an Olympic 
record of 69.96 metres (229-6) in the 
women's discus. 

East Germany's women's 400- 
metre relay team cracked Its world 
record with a time of 41.60 seconds. 
They set the old mark. of 41.85 on 
July 13. 

Soviets took the other three 
relays. They won the men's 400 In 
88.26, a European record; the 
men’s 1.600 in 3:01.1 and the 
women’s 1,600 in 3:20.2. 

Coe's victory was his first over 
Ovett in four meetings and marked 
the end of Ovett's 28-race winning 
streak at 1,500 metres, dating back 
to 1977. 


Ovett had beaten Coe last Satur- 
day in the 800-metre final. 

When Coe crossed the finish line 
after winning the 1,500 In 3:38.4, he 
said he did not know where Ovett 
was, but added, “When I watched 
the videotape I was surprised to see 
th'im^so^f&r batcfc~ £ : • 

Ovett' finished third in . 3:39.0. 
'behind Coe and Jurgen Straub of 
East Germany, who was timed in 
3:38.8. 

Coe was so elated over the 
redeeming triumph that he covered 
his face with his hands, knelt down 
on the ground and cried. 

“After the disappointment of the 
800, 1 knew I could not run as badly 
again within a few days." said Coe 
who shares the world 1,500 record of 
3:32.1 with Ovett. 


It was Yifter. the cagey little . 
■ Ethiopian, who made the track and , 
field competition his personal 
battleground — and won the war. 

The Internationa! Amateur 
Athletic Federation, the world . 
governing body of the sport, refus- ' 
ed at first to battle the Russian of- 
ficiating — and wound up losing the 
war. 

Yifter, a mere 163 centimetres . 
and 53 kilograms, whose listed age _ 
is 35, says he is 37 and looks more ' 
like a grandfather. But he showed * 
he has more speed and endurance 
than runners about half his age, 
winning the Olympic 5,000 and ! 
10 . 000 -metre races. 

His two victories made him the 
only Individual double gold: 
medalist in the eight days of com- 
petition over Lenin Stadium's fast 
track. 

Even the Russian fans ap- 
preciated little Yifter, a luckless . 
Olympian in the past. 

In 1972, he won a bronze medal in . 
the 10,000 but missed the starting 
call in the 5,000, In which he was 
favoured. In 1976, as a strong con- " 
tender in both races, he did not T 
compete because of the African * 
boycott. 

The large gatherings of fans ; 
revelled in the medal harvest of the ; 
powerful Soviet Union team. 

They got some help from the 
IAAF. which failed to thoroughly 
police the judging, leaving the of- 
ficiating strictly up to Soviet judges 
for the first six days.

JUSTICE MINISTER Shmuel Tamlr’s announced resignation 
from the cabinet is not likely to result in an Immediate govern- 
ment crisis. The current summer recess of the Knesset will 
make it even easier for Prime Minister Begin to weather the 
largely artificial political storm caused by Tamir's move. 

Mis meeting with Tamir tills morning may even provide us 
with yet another surprise In the ongoing drama of the Begin 
government's struggle to survive its full four-year term of of 
flee. 

A seasoned politician, Tamir has made it absolutely clear that 
his intended resignation was not aimed at bringing the Likud 
government down. On the contrary, he is determined to lend the 
coalition all the support it needs from the Knesset benches to 
make sure that the Labour Alignment does not return to power 
after the next elections. 

Given the strained personal relations that exist between 
Begin and Tamir, a one time aspirant to the Herat leadership 
and direct challenger of Begin, Tfemir's repeated praise for the 
Prime Minister should be read in the context of possible future 
political realignments. Having recognized the far-going 
deterioration of the Democratic Movement — in part, at least, 
the result of his own doings — Tamir would probably not be 
averse to the idea of re-joining the Likud in some form, despite 
his protestations that his relations with Deputy Prime Minister 
Yigael Yadin are as cordial as they can be. 

In the short term, Tamir's resignation — if It will hold — could 
provide Mr. Begin with an opportunity to put through the long 
overdue cabinet reshuffle and fill the crucial Defence Ministry 
portfolio which the Premier has been holding as caretaker. 

But Mr .'Tamir's going provides the final bit of evidence that 
one of the mainstays of Mr. Begin's coalition, the Democratic 
Movement, has in effect disintegrated beyond repair. Mr. Begin 
'may build on the sporadic support of this or that member of the 
defunct movement in no-confidence votes when the Knesset 
reconvenes in the fall, but it is clear that his government will 
henceforward hang by a thread. 

In such a situation the greatest service that Prof. Yadin, the 
.erstwhile head of the now nearly non-existent Democrats, can 
;still perform, is that of not prolonging the agony of the Begin 
government's demise. 

- Yadin, who three years ago headed a 15-man reform party 
which had made a phenomenal first time showing in the 1977 
elections, today represents no one. He can continue in his posi- 
tion by dint of the Inertia inherent in any political situation. But 
;5me would expect that his own sense of self-respect should lead 
him to announce his own resignation. 

It should be clear by now that the government coalition will 
hot survive until the November 2981 official election date. 
Political pundits are already predicting that Mr. Begin himself 
is aiming at elections in the spring, thus keeping the Likud 
government in power for four years. 

; There is, however, no reason to prolong the agony. Both in 
1 foreign affairs and in the economic arena Israel urgently seeds 
a new government that has a clear popular mandate. Yadin's 
resignation could most likely speed a similar decision by the 
NRP to call early elections by the time the Knesset reconvenes 
in October. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


THE LONDON high court recently 
came to the rescue of the lowly gold- 
fish. 

The court ruled that, like 
domestic pets such as dogs or cats, 
the goldfish Is “a captive animal" 
covered hy the 19U Protection of 
Animals Act 

- .The bizarre case reached the high 
court after an inspector from the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals dashed onto the 
stage of a theatre in Cardiff, Wales, 
to rescue a goldfish left gasping 
when its bowl was smashed during a 
P lfl y- 

• The RSPCA prosecuted two ac- 
tors in the scene on a charge of 
cruelly ill-treating an animal. 

A local magistrates' court in Car- 
diff at first rejected the complaint, 
but the RSPCA appealed to the high 
court. Whether a goldfish was a 
domestic animal or not. It was 
' clearly a captive animal and 
covered by- the 1911 act, the court 
ruled. However, since local 
magistrates had not determined 
that the fish had actually suffered 
any damage, the high court handed 
down no penalties against the two 
actors. 


A MAGAZINE called "The 
Feminine Touch" is being publish- 
ed in London for "strictly female 
females and proud of it." The 
periodical, which believes that 
"coquetry Is mightier than militan- 
cy," is for equal educational oppor- 
tunities and pay for women, but 
"vehemently objects and 
repudiates schemes to masculinize 
or neuter the basic female nature."

A lone male, in his early 20s, 
entered the bank with a drawn 
revolver,' bound and gagged the 
tellers and rifled the cash drawers, 
the FBI said. 


THE DEPARTMENT of Education 
and Culture in the Diaspora of the 
Jewish Agency recently got an un- 
usual request for Hebrew-teachJng 
materials to be used in a prison — 
not in the frozen wastes of the 
Soviet Union, but in Canada. Seems 
a prisoner there is conducting 


classes for six or seven fellow in- 
mates. who give up their movie 
nights and such for learning the 
sacred tongue. The prisoner 
applied to the Agency headquarters 
In Jerusalem for books and other 
teaching materials. The Agency 
was only too happy to comply. 
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ON JUNE 8. 1967. I was part of a 
Jerusalem Brigade patrol 
searching for a Jordanian tank 
column that had been reported on 
Its way up from the Jordan River 
crossings into the Hebron moun- 
tains. 

We discovered the column In mid- 
morning. dozens of UJS.-made Pat- 
ton tanks and scores of spanking 
new Ford military trucks driven up 
the sides of a narrow wadi in ap- 
parent panic in the face of an aerial 
attack by a single Israeli plane. 

I remember the picture so vividly 
because one of tbe military arts I 
had been trained in was car pinch- 
ing. The Jordanian army drivers 
had not bothered to immobilize the 
trucks or to sabotage them, but had 
fled with the ignition keys. In fiddl- 
ing with the wires to get them 
started up. I noticed that all the 
trucks had the same figure on their 
odometers — the exact distance for 
the drive up from AJtaba port to 
Amman and thee .to the Jordan 
River crossings and to the site at 
which they had been abandoned. 

I was reminded of this Incident 
this week in reading of the 
testimony of U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State Harold Saunders 
before the House Foreign Affairs 
Subcommittee on the Middle East, 
in which he urged approval of the 
sale of an additional 100 advanced 
M-60A3 tanks to Jordan. 

The connection between my 13- 
year-old reminiscence and the 
report from Washington Is the fact 
that in 1967, the tanks and trucks 
had been supplied to King Hussein 
by an American administration more 
friendly to Israel than President 
Carter's only after receiving an 
"ironclad" Jordanian commitment 
that they would never be used 
against Israel. This week, too, ac- 
cording to The Post’s Washington 
correspondent, Mr. Saunders was 
assuring Congress that "the sale 
posed no serious threat to Israel." 

Several Hebrew dailies carried a 
slightly different version, in which 
the assistant secretary was quoted 
as explaining Jordan's need for the 
tanks as dictated by the need to 
withstand various military 
situations “Including an additional 
war with Israel."

Saunders would actuary have been 
so silly as to have made such a 
statement openly, although I have 
good reason to believe that many 
State Department heads do think in 
such terms. The absence of a denial 
of the report in the Hebrew papers 
is however disturbing. 

But the important point to keep In 
mind, denial or do. Is that the U.S. 
has again willingly entangled itself 
in the bind of becoming the major 
arms supplier to the opposing ar- 
mies in the ongoing Arab- Israel 
war. 

I have my doubts whether in 1980 
the trembling giant that Is Mr. 
Carter's Washington even bothered 
to elicit commitments from Hus- 
sein similar to the worthless ones 
he gave in 1966-67. What I do know 
is that Mr. Saunders' promise (ac- 
cording to the Post version) that the 
sale poses no serious threat to 
Israel, is as unfounded as Hussein's 
promises were empty. 

WE HAVE KNOWN, ever since 1948 
that the State Department is 


responsible for most of the anti- 
Israel advice that helps to form 
American Middle Blast policy and 
there would be little reason to com- 
ment simply on that. It is the basic 
lack of insight into Middle Eastern 
realities and motivations among 
Washington policymakers that 
should be the source of concern. 

One can understand — in the 
sense that one "understands" the 
all-too-human attacks of cowardice 
and wcak-knees to which all of us 
are prone from time to time — 
America's grovelling before the 
Saudi oil sheikhs. But how Is it 
possible, to understand Mr. 
Saunders' argument that Jordan 
should not be "punished" by 
withholding congressional consent 
to the sale, which could “seriously 
damage" regional security in the 
Middle East? 

Why should not Hussein, who re- 
jected out of hand America's hat-in- 
hand pleas that it join the Camp 
David peace process, be punished 
by the U.S.? Why, If "punishment" 
is too egregious a concept, should 
Hussein be rewarded for his intran- 
sigence? And why should the 
American taxpayer be saddled with 
the cost of the basic confusions of 
the State Department as to how 
best to shore up American interests 
in the Middle East? 

THE ASSISTANT secretary went 
on to explain that Jordan needed 
the sophisticated tanks because 
"Iraq and Syria have both 
qualitatively and quantitatively in- 
creased their tank forces." 

The Implication here is that Iraq 
and Syria must be viewed as poten- 
tial enemies of Jordan, an implica- 
tion not too tar from the truth that is 
the unstable Arab Middle East. 

But if that is so, and if the U.S. 
conceives its role as that of shoring 
up Hussein's regime against those 
Arab enemies, why is such support 
not made conditional on the Jorda- 
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nian monarch’s joining the Camp 
David initiative and following 
Sadat In concluding peace with 
America's ally, Israel — assuredly 
for a negotiated price in Israeli con- 
cessions? 


One part of the answer is the 
breakdown in - American self- 
confidence in the face of ludicrously 
vulnerable Arab' oil sheikhs, who 
have honed to perfection the game 
of making the West blink first in the 
game of who is more dependent on 
whom. 

The other part of the answer is 
that the Carter administration has 
not even been trying to apply 
pressure to Arab clients — whether 
Egypt. Saudla Arabia or Hussein — 
similar to that applied to Israel. 


THE OBVIOUS assumption is 
Washington has been that such em- 
barrassing pressure is un- 
necessary, since Israel is infinitely 
more "pressurable." 

The lesson Israel should be lear- 


ning is that, with ail the risks e/ 
tailed, it to essential to disabuse t! 
Americans of that assumpUi 
• before further meaningful progre 
can be made In the peace process 

In that sense, the Voting Into la \ 
of Geula Cohen's Jerusalem Bin Y 
an overwhelming majority can on 
be seen as part of such an essentl . 
campaign of drawing red 
before our American friends an 
telling them exactly - what Isra 
will never agree to. . 

Secretary of State Muskie w 

profoundly wrong hi warning Isra 
that the enactment of t} 
Jerusalem Law would lead to . 
Egyptian abandonment of u 
peace process. As wrong as h 
predecessor. Henry Kissinger, w 
when he used to return from Cal 
. and Damascus and tell Tsrat 
leaders what the Egyptian* ai 
Syrians would never agree to. 

The Jerusalem Law would ha 
been unnecessary had tl 
Americans themselves not i 
traduced the Isaue of Jerusalem 
the present stage of the autonon 
negotiations, despite the clear 1 
tent of the Camp David accords 
defer it as long as possible. T' 
Americans, however, insisted « 
making an hone of the question 
the voting rights of Jerusale 
Arabs in the autonomy, when it w 
already clear that the entl. 
autonomy proposal was a no 
starter. 

Moat Knesset Members were 
first embarrassed by Geu 
Cohen's initiative.

THE ROKACH CENTRE 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — On June 10, The Jerusalem 
Post carried an article by Philip 
Gillon headed, "A question of 
people." Ordinarily. Mr. Gillon 
never evokes within me the 
slightest desire to reply to a televi- 
sion reviewer whose pathological 
hatred of true Jewish nationalism 
and Tora Judaism ore well known. 
What provoked me Into reply this 
time was the fact that he totally 
misrepresented my stand and that 
of my Kach Movement on the ques- 
tion of Arab emigration. 

Gillon writes: "Even Rabbi Meir 
Kahane and his 'Kach' organization 
appreciate that the Arabs cannot be 
driven out. They propose to 'per- 
suade' the Arabs to leave because 
they are paid large sums of 
money." Nothing of the sort. 

Let me state unequivocally: we of 
the Kach Movement are committed 
to a Knesset law to remove the 
Arabs. Those who wish to leave 
willingly will be compensated for 
their property, not given “large 
sums of money." Those who are un- 
willing would be removed without 
compensation. It is a Knesset law 
we seek. It would be more liberal 
than those of post World War H 
Poland and Czechoslovakia which 
expelled no less than nine million 
ethnic Germans who had lived 
there for centuries and whose pro- 
German activities brought tragedy 
upon Poland and Czechoslovakia. 

Of course, Gillon rejects the idea 
of removing the Arabs from the 
territories. He also mocks those 
who Insist on annexing the liberated 
lands and quotes Israel's Declara- 
tion of Independence that pledges 
that the state "will ensure complete 


equality of social and political 
' rights to all its inhabitants irrespec- 
tive of religion, race or sex." And so 
he asks; “If Judea and Samaria... 
ore to be regarded as part of the 
Land of Israel, are the principles of 
the Declaration of Independence to 
be applied there? Or are those just 
pious words?" 

Does the Declaration of 
Independence apply to the Arabs of 
the territories, asks Mr. Gillon? I 
ask him : Does it apply to the Arabs 
of Israel? I aak whether anyone has 
ever bothered to consider the im- 
mense contradiction that the 
Declaration is per set 

Mr. Gillon should note the 
number of times "Jewish" is used 
in the Declaration of Independence 
in connection with the State of 
Israel. Mr. Gillon should consider 
what an Arab citizen of Israel, who, 
he assumes. Is covered by the 
Declaration of Independence, 
thinks of it All that "Jewishness" 
and he is not. How to reconcile a 
promise of "complete equality" for 
the Arab, with a statement that the 
state Is "Jewish"? Are these Just 
pious words, asks Mr. Gillon, and 
he refers to the Arabs of the 
liberated lands. The answer is. 
sadly: yes, for the Arabs of the 
territories and of Israel, 

All the electricity, indoor toilets 
and economic progress in the world 
will not suffice to make the Arabs 
forget that they live in a Jewish 
state whose heritage, (history, 
language, religion.- people and 
destiny are all Jewish, and he, the 
Arab, is not. All the nonsense about, 
greater economic Integration will 
never remove the fact that not by 
bread alone' does the- Arab live. 


What in the world does Mr. Gillon 
think runs through the young 
Israel! Arab's mind as he sings 
"his" national anthem. Hatfkva, 
with its stirring lines, "The soul of 
the Jew yearns," and “The hope of 
2,000 years"? 

Is Israel a Jewish state? Does 
Mr. Gillon want it to be one? Given 
the . Arab birthrate and the Jewish 
abortion rate (which Mr. Gillon so 
favours}, how far are we from a 
Knesset with one third of Its 
members Israeli Arabs? How far 
are we from a bloody Galilee whose 
Arab inhabitants demand 
"autonomy"? How far are we from 
demands for "proportional 
representation” of Arabs in the 
cabinet? 

And, of course, the real question 
is the following: in a state that on. 
the one hand is "Jewish" and on the 
other is pledged to democracy and 
equality, what happens when the 
Arabs become the majority? Have 
they that right? Have they the right 
to peacefully become the majority 
and change the name of the state to 
"Palestine" and abolish the Law of 
Return? Or will we take away that 
right from them? Are these just 
pious words for the Arabs of Israel? 

I want to remove the Arabs of 
Israel, because I do not want to kill 
them every week as they grow and 
riot. Because I do. not want to see 
another Cyprus or South Africa or 
Belfast here. Because I want 'to see 
a Jewish state survive — and that is 
more important to me than equality 
between Jew and Arab. Someone 
had better rethink the Declaration.
